3. Thirdly , the weather-cocke who in: DoſethPock: 
himfelfe as 1dge in this controuerſie betweeae theſſhey ! 
Dyal and the Clocke, is that Pope of Rome, who Chal chr 
lengeth the ſame prerogatine re dinino, one: the 
Church and Scriptures. How falſely he doth this,and 
yet how 1mpudently,is well knowneto all. 

For I know not what the Fope hath more to doe 
with the rule of the { atholique Church, then the Wee. 
eber-cocke (becauſe he {ſtands vpon thetop of the ſtee- 
ple) hath to doe with the gouernment of the Clock 
and Dyal. TI haue heard and read the reaſons vpon 
which the contrary opinion is grounded , but for my 
owne part can ſee no {trength in them able to turne 
any but Weather-cocks, The prioritie of place , the 
whole Church perhaps would bee content to yecld 
him for the generall peace, and to exprefle the trus 
humilitie of holy Paſtors, who tollow the example 
and doctrine of their maſter Chri/t. But*for him
